...Ltespiie these difficult days we look toward ihc hum with 
confidence. Bui one haunting thought bother* me Often, nameiy 
thai all too few Europeans &tc completely deaf abt>ui the entire, 
in the final sense absolutely uncDnd'tLunal nature of [his war, 
Certainly i: is being spread around more and more. Hut die erttirc 
severity n-/ !he war only embraces nil tou few. 

The Bolshevist w&nts to camt to the west> ajtd withfti&i ridefl 
death - fo: all of us, on exception. We fi^ht for existence or 
non existence - all uf us, we in chju Reich and in all Kuropean 
lands. Ttiart which threads u.s from the cast is total annihilation: 
Bolshevism h the absolute h:3inricaL negation of everything 
which we ait, m^aydless of what ncue calls iL. And the Russian 3s 
strong, especially in ihe one ^tiLn^ ^al has previously always 
decided conflicts: in spirit. He is so fantastical ty healthy; even 
the Bolshevik poison cannot hun him. Instead it has ihe efface of 
a baclcria, which sets the previously dormant strengths in 
motion, whi^h then, blindly hut irresistibly follow an inner law. 

Bolshevism is a really hijj event in the ptvviously poor Russian 
history, sumethiiijj; which ha* historically moved - and strtl 
moves - the trnoari mass a f this giant folk. The Russians go inta 
this war unhindered. We carry a rich heritage with as. which 
burdens \is.

That mates one sad and weakens the sirentfk of 
resistance, instead let US Oik ourselves whether wv Still fed fl 
spark cfthe strength in ourselves which enables us to rebuild the 
Reich out cf our flesh and blood. If that is the east - andi know 
that the best among us possess this firmfyith -, then we wiJJ also 
how t*w strength to r*-build the great works thtre where m old 
waU sM hinders us -in the spaces tif the east and over the ™*^ 
tftht west. The cathedrals fell; their holy measure lives on 
indestructible in our blood, $0 we ore free fir xtntggtfandwiti 
imer be free, according to the eternal measure, to build the ww 
citadels of a new time.
